On a Measurements Corp box, soap, water, and a soft toothbrush do 
wonders. Make a soapsuds solution and wet down all the crackle paint 
with it, for a couple of hours. Then do a toothbrush job, using the 
soap solution. I use "Crystal Clear Octagon," an inexpensive sink 
detergent. Don't use dishwasher stuff, and don't put it in the 
dishwasher. 


Rinse in hot (125F is hot enough) water, using the toothbrush. 


On the Measurements Megacycle Meter, take the guts out of the main 
cabinet, and the electronics out of the wand first, of course.

My response will seem very abrupt, but about the only way I know to 
deal with equipment with 400 Hz. supplies is to build up an external 
replacement supply that will provide the correct DC voltages. In 
theory, one could come up with an inverter setup (transformer->bridge 
rect->chopper) to come up with 400 Hz., but that means many of the 
same components plus building up a transistor chopper (yeah, you can 
do it with things like 2N3773 for 115 volts). 


Two problems: 
1. Most 400Hz iron is packed tight inside. You need a much bigger 
power transformer to operate on 60 Hz. (roughly 7X bigger). 


2. Filtering 400 Hz ripple (assuming single phase----a 3-phase 
star-delta setup has ripple at 2400 Hz) is much easier than dealing 
with 120 Hz (output of a half wave or bridge). 


Dave Stinson will point out that most 400Hz electronics means 
"avionics" and that trying to "modify" these with a different power 
supply, inside, can't generally be done without really butchering the 
equipment badly. On something like this, I agree wholeheartedly with 
Dave: Don't butcher the old stuff. If you want to run it, you can 
disconnect the original transformer, feed DC from an external supply 
to the internal filters, and leave the unit "restorable."

Fellows, if I seem extra grumpy tonight I am tired from a long day at work 
and also a little tired of having to explain about cleaning over and 
over... 


Several people have written about the unsuitability of cleaners like "409" 
and "Fantastic" around lettering. This is because lettering is often 
applied as a lacquer over conventional paint by a silk-screen or other 
printing process. The thing to remember is that lacquers are a form of 
plastic or resin dissolved in a solvent. When the solvent evaporates, the 
pigment containing resin is left behind. Lacquers have VERY LITTLE 
RESISTANCE to fresh solvents of any kind. It is easy to lift off the 
lacquer from an enamel undersurface. 


Enamel paint, however, does not really harden by its solvent evaporating. 
It actually "cures" by cross-linking and polymerizing. The more 
cross-linking in the polymer structure, the less soluble the paint is 
after it is cured. To strip such paint with a solvent takes a really 
potent solvent [like methylene chloride - soon to be VERY scarce]. 


You may degloss the surface of enamel paint with a strong detergent 
cleaner but if the paint already adheres well to the surface, you are not 
likely to take it off with such cleaners. 


Ed Sieb <esieb@gmsiworld.com> wrote: 

> Except for the localized removal of a tough stain, I _DO 
NOT RECOMMEND. "409", "Fantastick" or any other similar 
tri-sodium-phosphate based cleaning agent as these solvents 
(and that's what they are) will destroy the finish of most 
painted surfaces, and may lift off lettering.

I am not sure what Ed is trying to say here but trisodium phosphate 
(Na3P04%12H20, sodium phosphate tribasic, TSP) is not a solvent at all. 

It is an inorganic salt of (relatively) weak phosphoric acid, meaning that 
it is a rather basic (caustic) compound. It is a good cleaning and 
degreasing agent, somewhat less aggressive than lye (caustic soda), but 
effective in hard water because of its ability to keep calcium in 
solution. Cleaners like "409" and "Fantastic" likely have some ammonia in 
them and perhaps a little alcohol but they would hardly quality as 
solvents (in the sense that benzene, turpentine, gasoline, acetone, 
limonene, etc. are solvents). Most laundry detergents, unless they claim 
"No Phosphates", are actually TSP with some added ingredients. Since 
technically, water IS a solvent, a water-based solution of detergent might 
be called a solvent by a slight stretch of usage. 


Ed also wrote: 

> I have had excellent success with both lighter fluid 
> (liquid, not gas!) and WD-40. The lighter fluid 

> releases grease and dirt with out affecting paints, 

> lacquers and enamels. It also, to a small extent 

> seems to re-vitalize the black crackle finish. WD-40 
> works even better, but it should be used cautiously 

> around the white lettering. I've never had it lift 

> lettering or labels, but you never know. 


Lighter fluid and the main ingredient in WD-40 are basically different 
"cuts" from crude oil distillation. Lighter fluid is basically naphtha 
with perhaps a slightly higher content of pentane. It is highly flammable 
but it does dissolve most oil and grease without doing much damage to 
enamel paint. Again, you need to test it first on lacquers. It does not 
dissolve dirt, but with the oils gone, dirt washes off readily with soap 


and water. 


NOTHING really revitalizes an oxidized paint finish. You can put 
something down over the finish to fill in microcracks and voids and make 
it look shiny but you now have a new surface. Remember the paint 

has long since polymerized and you are not going to reverse 

the aging process. 


WD-40 is essentially a light kerosene cut (with some added light 
lubricating oil - that does NOT last). It is more likely to dissolve 
lacquers than lighter fluid. The oil it leaves behind makes the paint 
surface look nice and glossy for a while - until it evaporates. If you 
plan to repaint a surface "cleaned" with WD-40, you need to remove any of 
this residual oil or the new paint will not adhere well. 


If you MUST work with organic solvents like naphtha or kerosene, remember 
to work outdoors, wear chemically resistant gloves, stay well away from 
flames or sparks, and keep a fire extinguisher handy. 


There is no magic cleaner that, with one spray and a single wipe, will 
restore a faded Boatanchor to its pristine glory. I think too many of us 
are looking for the easy way out and there really is none. Hank van 
Cleef's comments about patience and loving hands certainly are right on 
target. Most boatanchors respond well to mild soap and water and LOTS of 
manual labor. There is really NO substitute for this labor. If you cut 
corners, you take chances. If you understand the painted surface and the 
cleaners you use, you lessen the danger but you still need to test your 
cleaning methods in an inconspicuous area before risking that nice front 
panel.

>The panel cleaned up well. A light pass with rubbing compound brought the 
>surface back to near uniform color without damage to the lettering. The 
>panel is now clean and touched up around the edges and rack mount holes. 

> But, the finish gloss level is inconsistent. I am thinking now that a 
coat 

>of clear acrylic spray would protect the surface and the lettering while 
>providing a uniform gloss level. Of course I should be sure it doesn't 
>lift the letters (testing a hidden spot). Any other cautions?? 


By George, he's got it. I think he's got it! 
Give that man a cold 807! :-) 


If the original panel was painted with enamel paint, you have little to 
worry about. The clear acrylic lacquer will protect the surface and 
give you a nice satin gloss. The lettering may tend to dissolve 

in the lacquer, so testing as you suggest is well worth it. To 
minimize this effect, make the first pass of clear lacquer very 

light from a somewhat longer distance than you would normally 

use with spray paint. This allows the lacquer to almost dry 

before hitting the surface. Wait a few minutes and spray another 

light coat. Wait a few more minutes and finish with one or two 

more additional coats, somewhat heavier than the first two. 


Since the clear acrylic is a lacquer, it may be stripped from the surface 
in the future by means of a good solvent. However, since acrylic lacquer 
has good ultraviolet resistance, and because it is easily cleaned, this 
should be MANY years of service from now. 


Clear urethane or epoxy coatings are also available. These are somewhat 
harder and perhaps more mechanically durable, but they are slow "drying" 
and you run a much greater risk of attacking the underlying lettering or 
possibly paint. They often tend to have a slight yellow tint to them. 


Harry, I think you just perfectly illustrated my earlier comment about 
"loving hands" in restoring a panel. May the beauty of this restored panel 
grace your shack for many years.

According to Chuck Teeters, the WE VHF set, the ARC-4, was in production for 
the "Douglas Racer," the DC3, in 1940. The thing had no RF amp and two 
6SH7-6J5 mixser-osc. front ends. One for a listening "guard channel," the 
other for 2-way. It used an 832 final and a raft of other octals in the 
multiplier chain. AM modulation was 2-6L6s 


The ARC-1 was Collins auto-tune VHF ~1944, the ARC-2 was THEM & HF, the 


ARC-3 was 2-box Sylvania VHF (used as late as B-36 and 'TEW says solid), 
then came the granddaddy WE as the ARC-4. 


The Navy bought limited numbers of these & put them on, say, Subs as 
air-ground (sea) comm. Teeters says that's the reason subs cud never 
contact aircraft. USS Pampanito take note.

The panel cleaned up well. A light pass with rubbing compound brought the 
surface back to near uniform color without damage to the lettering. The 
panel is now clean and touched up around the edges and rack mount holes. 

But, the finish gloss level is inconsistent. I am thinking now that a coat 
of clear acrylic spray would protect the surface and the lettering while 
providing a uniform gloss level. Of course I should be sure it doesn't lift 
the letters/lines (testing a hidden spot under a knob). Any other 
cautions??

Recently visited a local sign maker who introduced me to an 
interesting paint technology, called ‘powder coating'. The 
details of the process aren't clear to me (anyone know how 

it works?), but the results are quite attractive and amazingly 
durable. This guy's standard demo is to take a piece that's 
been powder coated and whack it with a hammer--no damage. 


Anyhow, the sign-maker showed me a sample of a powder-coated 
wrinkle finish, which really got my attention. Took home the 
sample and compared with my favorite wrinkle-finish item, the 
front panel of an R388. The texture doesn't match perfectly, 
but it's certainly close enough that it would pass casual 
inspection, and it would probably do fine for restoring a panel 
that's trashed. I have a panel that was 'restored', and the 
powder-wrinkle looks better to me than the modern wrinkle paint. 


I asked if the wrinkle finish could be applied in any color 
(say, just for example, a particularly dark shade of gray) -- 
apparently this is no problem, given a sample for comparison. 


So, the question is: does anyone out there have experience with 
this type of painting, either positive or negative? Is it worth 
finding out more?

It's understandable that people had trouble with TVI 

and harmonics during the "hay-day" of surplus rigs 

in the late 50s and 60s. 

Hams of that time made a very understandable mistake: 

they connected these rigs directly to their 50-ohm antennas. After tuning for 
maximum out, which is exactly what they 


did with their commercial rigs, they had a harmonic 
problem. 


Several articles appeared in the ham magazines about how 
to hack and whack the output circuits to "correct" this 
perceived problem. Lots of people read them, talked to 
their friends about the "problem," and a new ham myth 
slithered into life. 


In fact, the "problem" was and is a total myth. 

It is an excellent example of undertaking mods to 

gear without stopping to think and investigate. 

Military rigs of this era *did not feed 50-ohm antennasx! 
They fed short whips and little inverted-Ls on 

aircraft. »*ANYx tuned output circuit, including 

the much-worshipped Pi-network, will allow harmonics 

to be radiated if it's mistuned! This whole thing 

is one big misunderstanding, perpetuated by 
word-of-mouth for decades. 


Before I moved, I borrowed an IFR COM-120A service 
monitor/spectrum analyzer and did some research 

on this problem. The figures are still buried 
under the stuff I'm putting-away from this move. 
When I find the notes, I'll provide the figures 

to anyone interested. 


I tested ARC-5, SCR-274, ATA/ARA, TCS, AVT-112 

and ARC-type-12 rigs. The test looked for harmonic 
or spurious output from 0-1000 Mhz. I tuned the rigs 
into a calibrated 50-ohm load using typical "ham" 
tuning, tuning using a Mike-Hanz style Unun, 

and with the "as designed" means of feeding 

a 50-ohm load. 

Here's the short version of my results: 


"Ham"-tuned rigs *dox output unacceptable 
levels of harmonics. They also don't put-out 
their maximum power, by the way. 


Both Unun-tuned and "as-designed" tuning 

do not output harmonics above the currently- 
accepted commercial levels. In fact, some 
are cleaner then modern synthesized rigs. 


Concerning the "TVI" complaint, no configuration 
(even "ham" tuning) produced xanyx detectable 
Signal in the television bands. None. Zip. 


This supports my contention that early television 
tuners were even more subject to fundimental 
overload then today's junk. To the person who's 
going to write: "Well, my commercial rig doesn't 
do it and my ART-13 does!", I can only point to 
the results above. Look for some other factor, 
because it ain't your rig...if you tuned it right. 


What's the "proper" way to tune a surplus rig 
for a 50-ohm antenna? I only know about rigs 
I work with, but most "roller-coil" output 
rigs should be similar: 


ARC-5, 
SCR-274 and 
ATA: High quality, high voltage 
capacitor in series with the 
roller coil. 150 PF for 160m, 
50 PF for all others. 
(Note: Early production ATA and 274N rigs are short 
on tuning range. You'll need a different cap, 
but I don't have the figures here right now.) 


TCS: Put the antenna circuit control in "SERIES" 
position, except for 160 mtrs. Use the normal 
setting and an external series 150 PF cap.

I was never a part of the original TVI wars, being so young and all (quiet, Ray 
Mote!) 

but I have given some recent attention to the TVI issue (really a harmonic content 
issue) 

with my own rigs and have a couple of observations: 


I'm not being critical, but most of the old articles I've read on the subject 
don't seem to 

treat the problem from a clear presentation of the physics which causes harmonic 
production, nor 

consider treatment from a total systems perspective. We don't have the space to 
do it 

here, either, but there seems to be two characteristics most affecting TVI which 
mark the 

use of surplus equipment: getting more power, and using them with a typical 50 ohm 
ham antenna. 

Most of the modification articles push the equipment to much higher output levels 
than 

the original design - for instance, the ARC-5 stuff is usually run at 75 watts out 
versus the 

original 25 watt design. This always brings the very best out of an already 
nonlinear system. :-) 


Dave Stinson has written eloquently on the fact that most hams don't have antennas 
that the 

aircraft rigs were designed to feed. Since the antenna forms an integral part of 
the entire 

final amplifier system, its a wonder TVI wasn't more widespread! The ARC-5, 
BC-375, etc., actually 

have quite a bit less harmonic content when plate voltages and currents are kept 
down to their 

original design envelope, and fed into a 12 ohm or less, high capacitance antenna. 
I don't recall many old articles which point out this caution...only brute force 
solutions - but 

I'm not faulting the hams. They didn't have the broadband toroids, spectrum 
analyzers, ox QRP 

interests that we have available today. The lack of effective instrumentation and 
bigger is better 

approach forced a lot of "do a whole bunch of things at once" rather than step by 
step, with careful 

measurement of improvement for each change. 


It seems to me there is a logical progression of treatments that has to recognize 
the 
peculiar geometries of the surplus piece in question. For example, the ideal tank 


circuit 

would have both the inductive and capacitive elements tied with zero length to the 
plate of 

the final. By contrast in the ARC-5, placement of the tuning capacitors under the 
chassis 

creates an interesting complex piecewise linear inductance and capacitance 
combination that 

is inclined to make VHF harmonics...and occasionally does. A 50pF doorknob 
mounted as close 

to the final plates as phyically possible knocks those for a loop, but it does 
take some 

creative machine work to mount a copper fabrication in an original hole in the 
chassis, 

holding the doorknob up there in the air while providing a good low inductance 
return path to 

ground. This is not a bypass capacitor in the strictest sense - it forms part of 
the 

tank capacitance - but it does shunt the effects of wierd inductances that occur 
from 

long lead lengths, pie wound RF chokes, and feedthrough insulators. This is the 
basis for 

the mods that Tom described above to his Globe King, and it represents possibly 
the best 

solution to the physical limitations of a bandswitching transmitter with long lead 
dimensions 

and strange tank topologies. Bypass capacitors are also worthwhile on the power/ 
signal leads, 

and in the ARC-5 it may prove useful to double them up in the racks that accept 
the transmitters, 

as well. 


The point is that it's best to start with a geometry analysis, change things one 
at a time 

beginning with the solution that deals most directly with the physics, and measure 
the results. 

With four changes (unun close to the antenna post {with Dave Stinson's series 
capt, a standard 

Drake or B/W low pass filter in the antenna coax, power lead bypassing, and a 
doorknob addon; 

implemented one at a time in that order), none of which are irreversable, even the 
worst of 

my ARC-5 sets have behaved well enough to beat the FCC limits by a good margin. 

No screen wire, 

no soldered-on boxes, no external sheet metal changes, and all reversible. Note 
we're not 

talking kilowatts with any of the common surplus rigs here, so that helps. Sounds 
like someone 

needs to write a modern treatise on TVI in surplus rigs. Dave? Oh, Dave....

A few days ago, I asked for comments concerning old Mil radios, 
and how refurbishing affected the "collector" value of them. 


Many people commented: 


A Friend wrote: 

>I follow Hank Van Cleef's philosophy - all my radios are blue 

>collar, and get three wire cords for safety. 

>When it comes to hardware, I have no problem replace nasty looking 
>hardware with something that looks nice. 

>Are you affecting the value of the radio? Probably. Should you care? 
>Do you like the new look with new hardware? 

>If so, go with it! It is your radio! 

>Might be a nice touch to keep the original hardware just in case, 

>but I wouldn't lose sleep over it. 


>Heck, even my close to museum quality HQ-150 got a three wire cord. 


>Ain't worth much if it burns the apartment down or shocks me to death! 
Several listmembers added: 


>I appreciate the safety concerns about the 2 wire AC cords, but when I pick 


>up a piece of gear, I'd rather address the equipment grounding myself ! I'm 
>not a purist, but have found two BA's wired with 3 wire cords improperly so 
>the equipment fuse was in the neutral leg of the cord ( white wire ) ! This 


>is even worse than the Heathkit fused plugs where you've at least got a 50/50 
>chance of blowing the wrong fuse ! 


> If you're planning on reselling the gear, why alter an original piece 
>when the buyer will most likely be someone who can address any grounding 
>considerations himself ! 


>My philosophy is that I get old BA's to use, not to sit in a glass case 
>just for display. For one thing, I don't have room to have a museum. 

>If it is 100% original and you aren't going to use it, then perhaps it is 
>a good investment to leave it alone for some future time when you might 
>sell it for profit. 


>I can understand guys like Dave that hate to see some things modified, but 
>I feel what good are shelves full of unused/unmodified gear that no one 


>can use and only one or two people ever see. 


Another sent the following thoughtful comments: 


>1. Years ago I quit the classic (REAL classic) car hobby ... sold out 
>everything right down to the manual library ... and haven't done zip 
>with 'em since. Why? Because I felt "what good's a car if you 
>can't drive it?" And how can you enjoy it if you can't drive it? 
>And it is totally impossible to keep a 99 pointer that way if you move 
>it around AT ALL. And as the years went by, more and more of those 


>beauties were acquired by greedy showoffs with more money than good 
>sense, and fewer and fewer folks who truly loved them, and could tell or 
>show you why, could afford them. 


>2. So Hank's "blue collar radio" concept works for me. Every radio I 
>have on "display" in the house is in good working order (except the 
>almost mint 2-40D which arrived a few weeks ago ... I'm still gloating 
>over that one!) and I listen to ‘em all, as I enjoy their unique 
>personalities. And NONE of ‘em are "perfect 100 pointers". I do 
>have a mint Halli S40 in the garage ... so unmolested that the glyptal 
>seals on the alignment hole cover snaps are unbroken, and all the tubes 
>are the originals, with "Hallicrafters" branded on ‘em. AND, it has a 
>bad filter cap, which can't be changed without breaking at least one of 
>those glyptal seals. I won't do it; am holding it for someone who'll 
>treasure it for what it is. In the meantime it's in a plastic bag 


>inside its original shipping box, sitting on a shelf in the corner of my 
>garage.

<snip> <snip> <snip> because it both makes a lot more sense 
unedited, and it is one of the best set of "guidelines" I have 
had the pleasure to read... 

"Cattle Prod" Dave commented thoughtfully: :-) 


>Larry raises some interesting questions. 
>Unfortunately, they aren't easily answered. 


>What is a "collector" radio? 
>What modifications, if any, are acceptable? 
>What are the price considerations? 


>None of these can have a firm, once-for-all answer. 
>There may be a set of "standards" for museums to 
>exchange display items, but we're dealing with 
>individual tastes here. 

>There are no standards when you're talking about 
>personal tastes, so the answer to all these 
>questions can only be -- whatever any given 
>buyer/seller/trader/collector thinks they are. 


>Of course, if it's already mangled, I say 
>break out the hack saw. But let's consider 
>the untouched RBL. 

>Here are my "personal" opinions 

>on some of Larry's points concerning historic 
>military gear: 


>1. Make no change whatever that is not 100% restorable. 
>Now that sounds simple, but it's not, really. I call 
>replacing the Larry's mangled screws with same-design 
>types to be acceptable. Some people would not. 


>Some changes must be made if the radio is to be used. 
>I would replace bad caps with new ones *if* I can't 
>reasonably find a way to restore the old ones. 

>I rebuild the bathtub caps in my Command Set receivers. 
>Other people will suffer with the bad ones first. 

>I change the mike element in my WW-II carbon mikes, 
>because I don't have to yell over the din of 

>four Wright Cyclone engines and ten machine guns 

>and this change is required if the rig is to go 

>on the air (and no other, I might add!). 


>Drilling xanyx hole in xanything* on the radio is 
>absolutly unacceptable to me, but I know people who 
>would call a backfilled hole covered with new paint 
>to be OK. I prefer using my imagination to get 
>around the need for holes. 


>2. Make no change without careful thought and a valid reason. 
>Installing a three-wire cord for safety's sake is a valid 
>reason to make a change, IMHO, but it's no reason to hack 

>a new hole. Think about things. Look it over. Perhaps 

>an "adaptor" that plugs into the original connector and has 
>an extra wire to connect to a ground screw is the answer. 


>Hacking-up the antenna output circuits of military rigs to 
>"make them cleaner" is a good example of making mods without 
>thinking things through. The "TVI machine" reputation 

>of military rigs is and always has been a complete myth. 

>A few people who didn't know better wrote some articles 

>for CQ back in the 50s and everyone just parroted the 

>same incorrect story. These rigs are clean when used 

>as intended. But that's another article for later. 


>3. Trying to make a Corvette out of a Model "T" is a bad idea. 
>A Command Set receiver is not an Icom and it's never going to be. 
>Trying to hack and chop a Model "T" Ford into a sports car 

>is just plain foolishness. Try driving the Model "T" 

>instead. You might be surprised -- there's a special 

>skill and romance in it. If you want super performance, 

>buy a Kenwood and save an historic relic for future admirers. 


>These are one person's opinions. Yours will certainly 

>vary. All we can do is try to find common ground 

>when two of us decide to trade. 

If I might take a few lines to sum this all up: 

"If it is 100% original and you aren't going to use it, then perhaps it is 
a good investment to leave it alone for some future time when you might 


sell it for profit." 


This is not the case with my new RBL. I bought it to use, just happened 
to get one in xmuch*x better shape than expected. 


"Make no change without careful thought and a valid reason." 
Words to live by... 


"Even my close to museum quality HQ-150 got a three wire cord." 


"Ain't worth much if it burns the apartment down or shocks me to death!" 
A three wire power cord done reversibly seems acceptable to most. 


"And it is totally impossible to keep a 99 pointer that way if you move 
it around AT ALL." 


Since this radio is for me to use, not show, I will not worry about 
any cleanly reversible changes. I won't be drilling any new holes, and 
I'll also not try building a Corvette from a Model T. 

The radio x*willx remain as close to "correct" as a xworking* radio can 
be kept. Not because I plan to sell it, but because it is a piece of 
history, and someday I will pass it on to someone else who understands 
why we buy, play with, use, and keep these darn things. 


Thank you for all your comments and responses. I received a number of 
long, well thought out replies, far to many to thank everyone publicly.

An Echophone Commercial EC-3 receiver in need of some TLC after which it 
should come back to life nicely and work and look fine. Doesn't look like a 
major challenge, just some work. 


It's a very distinctive looking radio, .55 to 30 MHz superhet with a 
separate bandspread dial for the 80/40/20/10 meter ham bands (what's 
"commercial" about that?). Pre-war set, but with bfo and crystal filter. 
Oddly it has broad and sharp positions both with and without the filter. 


This is a project radio. I don't dare plug it in. Looks like it's all 
there, but the plastic dial cover's cracked a little around the edges where 
the brads or rivets were used to secure it. There's a couple small holes 
over the bandspread dial where I think someone mounted a vernier once and 
cut the tuning shaft short to accomodate it. Main tuning and bandspread 
knobs are missing. Front panel paint's ok, but someone repainted (badly) 
the top and sides. And the white dial itself needs preservation as it's 
painted on and the paint is flaking off - however the paint is all there, 
just starting to flake. Looks untouched on the inside but the chassis 
insulating grommets need to be replaced. 


However if you find this a rare and interesting radio, it might have value 
to you and I'll never get to it at this rate. 


What's it worth? How about $50 plus shipping (it's not real heavy) if 
needed from Nashua NH 04060?

> 
> I just wanted to mention that the 545 and possibly the 543 has a tunnel 

> diode or two-at the least. (Try and buy one [TD] sometime.) 

> (snippity snippity)... and a 545 remains as nice a scope as you could ask for 
> in general purpose use. 

(lot's more snippity snippity), 


The 543B and 545B, along with the 544, 546, and 547, have tunnel diode 
trigger circuits. The earlier scopes (including 545A) don't. 


The vast majority of these scopes come right back to life with some 
work. Stan Griffiths' book lists and evaluates the various models and 
plug-ins, and gives some tips on trouble-shooting. 


>From a practical perspective, my 533A, which I chose to keep (new TEK 
CRT, cleaned up very nicely), with a selection of plug-ins, does 
everything I want working around HF radio and a lot of other things. 
Get the proper manuals from Deane Kidd, get your scope and plugins 
working and calibrated, and you'll have a piece of "blue collar" test 
equipment that will probably still be working just fine in 2050. 


Three caveats: 

1. Using a variac to bring an unknown scope up. Don't. The scope is 
designed to run on 105 volts minimum, and has a time delay relay in 
the power supply to prevent application of the five B voltages until 
the tubes have warmed up enough to conduct and stabilize voltages in 
the circuits. 


2. Assuming you have to replace filter caps. No. The original caps 
were Mallory FP's, good quality, and generally come right to life. 


Most common failure mode is loss of capacitance, not short 
circuits/leakage. Replace ONLY on diagnosed fault condition. 


3. Using a tube tester on the tubes. Don't bother. Most Tek scopes 
circuits will work perfectly well with tubes a tester will reject. 
Replace on condition (circuit fault) using a known good tube of the 
same type to determine whether the tube is faulty. 

Stan's book discusses things like "cathode interface" and other faults 
that are more-or-less peculiar to Tek scopes.

My favorite all round cleaner is Simple Green. It seems to be pretty 

mild. I start with a mix of about 1 part cleaner to 32 parts water and 

work up as needed. It does a very good job of removing oil and dirt. It 
also is amazing on years of exposure to smoke. The important thing is to be 
patient. Wet the surface, let is soak, then rub or brush. I have never known 
it to harm anything I was working on. 


Mayby Barry or some of the more knowledgable of the group could provide more 
technical information on Simple Green. I have great admiration for those who 
understand the interactions of chemical compounds. One semester of college 
chemistry was enough to convince me to study computers :-)
